was scheduled for 28 April. 

2. Headquarters' prqrapt reply in OBBH -4609 provided a number of photographs 

but prohibited ^ ^jfrom having them shown to "Peter". In reply to 

C. 3^500 (25 Apf~ yr), Headquarters in DIR-14552 (26 Apr 57) modified the prohibi- 
tion but requested that, if possible, the photographs be s^gwn to "Peter" by H 3 
himself. DIH-14552 reachedr" Ion 27 April, and/ ~ Ipamediately 

notified C.J 3 that he had pkctbgrapns available. While /^nteiitioned to 

£ J the condition precedent cited by Headquarters, £1 rzrrealizea that he would 
have difficulty complying inasmuch as he himself is not in touch with "Peter" 
and has no jurisdiction over C 3 the case officer who maintains the contact.

according to C 3 C 3 had said notHTng to him the previous day about having met 
"Peter" when tne two C. 3 O officers were discussing that very individual. 

At(^ "^request, i CJ determined that local SLOTH had on 6 May simply 

forwarded to . d 3 j without any strings attached, photographs among which 
was one which permitted identification of the Hungarian. On 27 May, C 3 replied 
to the SLOTH memorandum. 


4 . While pleased that "Peter" 1 s latest contact with the AVH has been 
identified , T continues to resent the fact that circumstances permitted 
J\being^" scooped" by SLOTH after all, possibly because d-H simply
